If the three Governments had that faith in
their mutunl nssurances which three individuals
ol sterling integrity would generally beexpeoted
to have in similar relations, there is Do reason
why they should not now hssten to end a dis.
arnament which I8 extremely expeasive, and
thentens st least two of tkem with & nanonal
bankrupicy. But they not oniy do not dwarm,
but are pu:hiug forward the mobilization of all
thewr availuble troeps with the wtmost possible
speed, Prosmials said to bave moblized her
eutne army, with the execepuon of one army
ocorps; Auginia, lkewise, has put ber whole armny
apon o war footing, snd Italy has under arms
neatly 400,000 men, This, ol course, does not
enconrage the bope of peace, but induces the
organs of pubtio opinion everywhere to belleye
in the ‘immedinte opening o hostibtics, The
behet in the imminepce of wir has of late been
stendily grining strength, and leading papers in
every Yuropean country expressed the opinion
thut the beginning of hostilives was no longera
question of weeks, but of days and hours,

The responsility of applying the match to
the immense amount of combusiible matorial
which for many years hag been accomulated in
Europe must devolve upon Italy. Austrin, how-
ever much provoked, will shrink from being tie
tirst to draw the sword, lor she knows how vast
interests are at stake and how fatal a blow an
unsuecessinl war might be to her. The warlike
ardor of Bismark, however eager to risk a groat
war {or earrying through the sapposed mission
ol Pruogsia to swallow up the small States of
northern and central Germany, has been suffi-
ctently cooled off by the manifestatious of punlic
opinion throughout Germuny, and by the attt
tude of the other Europeau powers, not 1o take
at presens the decisive step and w prsa the
Rubjeon., It Austrin sand Proussia slone were
involved;, the difference wonld at present be
mwuch more likely to give rise to a diplomatic
than to a renl war,

It is Italy, therctfore, which must deeide the
question whether Earope shall have war or
peace, And from Italy we only hear one voice,
ond that voioe is tor wur, The Government, the
Parhiament, the people, all believe thut the
moment when Venegia can be liberated and the
union of Italy ecan be consnmmated has at
length come, and thav it it is ullowed to pass
now, many years will elapge before an equally
favorable julcture of cireumstunces will return,
The whole people have, therefore, been aroused.
Garibaldi reappears again upon the stage of
pohtical lite, A complete undersiandiog is said
to have boen arcived at between him and the
Italian Goverament, find the old hero again ad-
dress=es himself to the patriotism ol lis country.
men, who, in 1860, achieved great deeds under
his leadership, The response to this appesl has
heen hearty and unavlmous.

No one can doubt the desire of the Italisn Gov-
ernment to place itsell at tue head of this popu-
lar movement, but it has been compellsd to
yield so lur to the pressure which diplomatic
influence has brought to besr upon it, as to
engage, with great besitation and reluctance,
not to attack Austrin. This declaration is likely
to retard somewhut the opening of war, but by
no means to prevent it. The people press for-
ward, and the Government may be unable lo
muke to the pressutre s determined resistunce,
il circumetances continue favorable,

The French Government has, at lenegth, been
prevalled upon to express somewhat more lully
it present position relative to the threatened
war, The specch of Minister Rouher is more
emphatic in its deprecation of war; it explicitly
makes [taly respounsible for the consequences
which. a8 war begun by her may involve; 1t
sssures Burope in stronger terms than former
declarations of the determination of France to
remwnin peatral; but, Bually, it winds up with
reservimg  for France *‘liberty of sction,”
which more than neutrallzes wll the other
promises,

Mr. Stanton’s Position.

The newspapers are ralsing o great hue and
cry over Mr, Stanwon's declaration, made in
Cublpet meeting, that he is opposed to the Con-
